RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



This paper is responsive to the Office Action mailed from the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office on March 12, 2001. The shortened statutory period for response expires on 
April 12, 2001. A Petition and fee for a one-month extension of time are enclosed. 

Group I - Claims 1V7, drawn to class II Major Histocompatibility Complex fusion 
protein comprising the binding domain of an MHC class II a chain and a 
dimerization domain, classified in Class 530, subclass 350; 

Group II - Claims 8-14, drawn to a class II Major Histocompatibility Complex 
fusion protein comprising the binding domain of an MHC class II (3 chain and a 
dimerization domain, classified in Class 530, subclass 350; and 

Group III - Claims 103-1 13, drawn to a Major Histocompatibility Complex fusion 
protein comprising a heterodimer of an MHC class II P chain fusion protein and 
an MHC class II a chain fusion protein, classified in Class 530, subclass 350. 



Applicants hereby elect claim Group III (i.e., claims 103-1 13) with traverse. Applicants 
submit that the restriction is improper and should be withdrawn because a search of any one of 
the claim groups would necessarily include a search in the classes and subclasses relevant to each 



• 
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of the other claim groups. Applicants thus request reconsideration of the requirement for 
restriction and examination of all claims (i.e., claims 1-20 and 103-1 13). 

The Office Action states that if Group III is elected, Applicants are required to elect a 
class II Major Histocompatibility Complex comprising a specific MHC a component. 
Applicants hereby elect HLA-DR2 as the specific MHC a component. 

The Office Action further states that if Group III is elected, Applicants are required to 
elect a class II Major Histocompatibility Complex comprising a specific MHC p component. 
Applicants hereby elect HLA-DR2 as the specific MHC P component. 

Finally, the Office Action states that if Group III is elected, Applicants are required to 
elect a class II Major Histocompatibility Complex fusion protein comprising a specific Fc 
component. Applicants hereby elect IgG as the specific Fc component. 

A Petition and fee for a one-month extension of time are enclosed. Applicants believe that 
no additional fee is due to have this Response entered. However, if any additional fee is due the 
Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge Deposit Account 20-0531.
